"WN 1948 was the airlift; 
in 1949 no new Govern- 
ment was sponsored and 

created in Western Gor- 

many; in 1950 all the gains 
from these efforts may be 
bargained away. 


For almost five years, since 
Germany has been 
variously regarded ag a problem, 
a slum, and o defeated, ruined 
nation. But now Germans, ijn 
Western Germany—nearly fifty 
milllon—have almost complete 
control over thelr own destiny. 
It 1s time for ol! the world to 
know how the new Germany Is 
shaping. 

This {a the 
most dynamic, 
potentially most 
powerful, and 
still the most 
aggressive coun- 
try in Europe, 
It 19 no longer 
any sense to 
murmur “that is 
all right, the Germans are antl- 
Communist. Good luck to 
them." The world does not 
work ag simply as that, And 
recent events in Germany Ko to 
show it. 

The Germans are nationalist 
Germans, The question with nll- 
important answer ja whether 
nationalist Germans will decide 
they have al to gain by 
alllance with Russian Commu- 
nism. Germany can be made 
strong? in armaments and aggres- 
sive when the situation looks 
favourable, Would repetition of 
the 1939 Pact — Ribbentrop- 
Molotoy—give Germany another 
chance eventually = to march 
through Europe? 

To rely on Germans being 
“anti-Communist” is to blink 
facts. Books are now appeyring 
in Germany, by leading mem- 
bern of tte Wehrmacht, telling 
how Hitler's mistakes lost Ger, 
many's war. And the biggest 
talce of Hitler was to attact 

a, so the dangerous argue 
ment foes. With this in mind, 
wateh the recent manocuvres of 
German politicians,

RESENT-DAY Germany Is 
divided into two uncqual 
parts, Eastern Germany, with 
over 20 million inhabitants, 
!s ruled by a Communist- 
dominated coalition under 
Russian ausplees, The prin- 
cipal political fact, in 
Eustern Germany, is that an 
armed police, partly under 
former German staff officers and 
partly under trusted Communist 
military men, is being trained 
and expanded. It is not policing, 
the Eastern Zone itself—that js 
Jeft to another formation al- 
ready well establishea.

It Js far. from 
lieely that the Four Powers, 
including Russta, will agree on 
electoral law. But the impor- 
tance of the announcement from 
Herr Kalser's office is that it 
shows the track on which Ger- 
man. politicians’ minds are rune 
ning. What is 
there to stop 
Germans in East 
Germany and 
Gormans in 
West Germany 
from  renching 
agreement on 
electoral law? 
They could 
an lection — for 
all Germany, not immedinte- 
ly but Inter, . and defy the 
Western Occupying Powers to 
forbid the “democratic reference 
to the German people." 

What would the West German 
politicians of Dr Adenaucr's 
Government fain from thls pos- 
sible manocuvre? At present 
they are still the pale shadows 
of German politicians, Their 
enpital Is not in Berlin; de- 
liberately they chose an insignl- 
flcant “enpital’ as if to point 
out that their Federal Govern= 
ment {is only there for tha In= 
terlm, These politicians of tho 
Western Federal Government 
have only. one hope of a future 
as a respected all-German Gov- 
ernment—to make a_ bargaln 
with the East.

ND what have the East Ger- 

man Communist politicians 
and their Russian masters to gain 
from an all-German  clection, 
an alleGermon Government, and 
the errival of Western-nurtured’ 
politicians in Berlin—for they 
woukl certainly command oa 
majority?

Power, though, scarcely rests 
on consent and votes where « 
trained police exists, Tho pur- 
pose of the para-military units 
Russion trained in East Germany 
under General Wilhelm Zalsser, 
the fought la Spain under the 
name Gomez), has to be remem- 
bered.

Production of American. synthetic rubber will 
probably increase by as much as 50 percent in May 
as a result of the increased prices of natural rub- 


ber from the Far East. 


This is the view of Mr 
Warren S. Lockwood, direc- 
tor of Washington’s Natural 
Rubber Bureau, who is in 
London for conferences with 
the British Rubber ‘Develop- 
ment Board and leading 
manufacturers. 

Mr Lockwood told me that 
American manufacturers had 
nlready = reacted’ to sharp in- 
crease {n natural rubber prices, 
which aro now five United 
States conta above tha price of 
synthetic rubber, and wero 
placing orders for moro 
synthetic = from Government 
plants, . 

He estimnted that production 
of synthetle In May would be 
ag much as 27,000, tons, com- 
pared with an average for tho 
Yast. three months of 18,000 


tons. 
RUBBER ROADS 

On the brighter side, Mr 
Lockwood said that there were 
two tremendously — important 
potentinl markets in United 
States for natural rubber pro- 
ducts. The present consumption 
of latex Is running at about 38,- 
000 tons yearly, and he estl- 
mated that 120,000 tons would 
be used yearly by the end of 
1953, and in 1054, “something 
more.” 

He hoped that in ten years 
the Amerlean consumption of 
tmenlorub, for rubberised road 
surfaces, would be running 
an annunl rate of 200,000 tons, 
He considered this target to 
ve “completely reallsable.”

percent less than in the 1934-38 
period.”

Discussing the downward 
trend $n exports, the report 
noted that the Philippines, 
historically the sccond largest 
foreign outlet, has Mmited im- 
ports of United States cotton 
cloth In' 1950 to 23 percent of 
the 1948 volume, which was

The report cald that, while the 
volune of imports ts neglleible 
when compared with the total 
United States cotton cloth pro- 
duction, the cembinatlon of the 
two trends can quite possibly 
affect adverscly the United 
States cotton mills.
